At about noon on 20 April , a train carrying 6 AA guns of about 100 mm, 

6 AA guns of about 85 mm, 6 generators, some 30 trucks, 2 boxcarloads 
of ammunition and 11 boxcarloads of personnel passed through the 
Satzkorn railroad station. The train came from the direction of Jueterbog 
and proceeded toward Oranienburg. 3 
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Between 11 and 2° April , the Kavallerie Schule (2161) in Krampnitz 
was occupied to capacity by approximately 12,000 soldiers wearing red- 
bordered black epaulets with tank, artillery, signal and motor 
transport insignia.
